cfalism, etc. The specifications are more 
precise. As the arrangement of the whole 
paper, however, savors more of medizval 
conceit than sound logic, we shall drop the 
ecclesiastical terminology and the forced 
arrangement, and group together some of: 
the salient ideas and facts of modern life, 
which are directly and uancquivocally pro- 
nounced to be damnable and sinful, and 
cont to faith. 

The freedom of the press. 

Bible societies. 

Liberal clerical associations. 

The independence of Church and State. 
The civil contract of marrirge as op- 
posed to the govermental view. 

Education outside.of thé control of the 
Roman Catholic Church. 

The objects and functions of Legislation. 
The relations of clergy and laity. 

The modern idea of sound government 
and the relations of the governed to the 
governing. 

The views held by nearly all educated 
men as to the functions and limits of human 
reason ; and 

The objects, powers, and results of sci- 
entific investigations. 

As will be seen at a glance the indict- 
ment of the Syllabus covers the whole 
structure of modern society. In short, the 
Pope arraigns the life of the nineteenth 
century, and proposes to try it before a tri- 
bunal of his own calling. 

It is this that has startled Europe. It is 
this that has called out Archbishop Dar- 
hoy, Montalembert, and MHyacinthe in 
France; Dollinger in Germany; Harroth 
in Hungary; Manning in England; the cir- 
cular by the Bavarian Government to the 
Catholic powers of the Continent; the re- 
fusal of Napoleon to allow the French 
Bishops to Pe the Syllabus at all; the 
protest of the Theological Faculty of Mu- 
nich; the convention of the nineteen bish- 
ops at Fulda, and set the press of Europe 
teeming with pamphlets and essays. 

So general is the protest both by the 
Catholic governments and the Catholic cler- 
gy of Europe, against the expediency of
